SYNOPSIS OF SCENERY 


ACT I—THE GROVE OF THE DRUIDS 


Norma, High Priestess of the Druids, despite her Temple vows, has 
secretly married Pollione, the Roman Proconsul, and they have two 
children. As High Priestess, she, alone, may declare war or peace and she 
is urged to cut the sacred mistletoe indicating a declaration of war against 
the ae invaders. She is reluctant to do this, little knowing that her 
faithless Roman husband plots to abduct Adalgisa, a Temple priestess, 
who resists his advances. Adalgisa finally confides for advice in Norma 
who pardons her, remembering her own weakness. When she learns 
that the suitor is her own secret husband, who now enters, she loads 
him with reproaches. 


ACT 2—Scene I—NORMA’S APARTMENTS 
As Norma’s two children lie asleep on a couch, she enters, resolved 
to slay them. Mother-love is too strong and as Adalgisa arrives she is 
charged to conduct them to their father, the Proconsul, that they may 
thus escape to Rome. Norma herself will remain to die in expiation upon 
the funeral pyre. 


Scene 2—THE INTERIOR OF THE TEMPLE 

While Adalgisa is ministering at the Temple altar, Pollione attempts 
to seize her by force. Norma enters and, enraged at the impiety and 
infidelity, summons her warriors who arrest him and present him to 
Norma for judgment. 

She condemns him to death and then, tearing the wreath of rank 
from her brow, announces her own guilt. Too late, Pollione realises the 
worth of the woman he has deserted and as the Druids prepare the pyre, 
Norma ascends it with her husband, and they both perish in the flames
